Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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As pointed out by the Applicants in the Remark that the cited prior art (Raventos 
[2002/0194244]) taken alone or in combination fail to teach, in combination with the 
other claimed limitations, enlisting a resource, wherein the first thread of the transaction 
manager associates a unique transaction identifier with work that is performed on 
the resource by invoking XAResource.startQ on the resource and subsequent 
application updates to the resource are associated with a global transaction, wherein 
the resource is wrapped in an object that the transaction manager uses to synchronize 
concurrent enlistment requests, and wherein the transaction manager maintains a 
collection of wrapped XAResource objects which is consulted on each resource 
enlistment as recited in the independent claims 8 and 21 .
